I am opening a fund for this purpose, and | confidently look forward

Why Jews Went There ? 


A representative of the Morxixc Post tells a ghastly story of 
Palestine some 8,000 or 10,000 years before the Common Era. He 
was chown at the Museum of the Royal College of Surgeons, in Lincoln's 
Inn, some skulls that have been excavated in the neighbourhood of 
Jerusalem. One of the features of the skulls, which apparently Sir 
Arthur Keith pointed out, was their great brain capacity; and the 
conclusion arrived at is that this presumed abnormal size of brain, 
had something to do with a small hole that seems to have been chopped 
in each one. He thought, whet by no means always follows, that 
brain capacity indicates the amount of brains present, and that, 
therefore, these inhabitants of Palestine were gifted with a super- 
abundance. The hole he found in the skulls provided for him a 
ghastly significance. For he concluded that it had been made so that 
the brains could be extracted and partaken of as a particular luxury, 
es is done by so many cannibal peoples. 


Well, it seems that there may be other conclusions drawn from the 


discovery. One is that it was an extra endowment of brains that lured | 


our people to their fate in those early days, and took them to Palestine 
and to their doom. Another is that the aborigines of the land were 
wont to question the possession of any brains at ell im people who, in 
the circumstances, came to the country, and so inserted a little peep- 
hole into the skulls of the immigrants so that they might determine 
the matter. Then, again, there is the consideration that throughout 
our history we Jews have had our brains sucked by other peoples, and 
the docile contentment with which we have long submitted to the 
process is some evidence that it began with us very early indeed in our 
national career. There may be other thoughts that arise through those 
skull-holes, but the ones I have mentioned here must suffice . . .! 


The Shadchan Brings Happiness. 

A few weeks ago “Mentor” ventured the suggestion that 
the comparative happiness of Jewish marrieges wes due to the 
fact that traditionally the nuptials were not performed, of 
necessity, by clerics, but constituted a ley ceremony. That may be 
an ingenious idea—perhaps more so than tenable—which cannot 
truthfully be said of another feature associated for so long with Jewish 
marriages; I mean the intervention of the professional ‘ match- 
maker.” The Shadchan as an institution has come in for no end of 
irony, and the good stories told about the system he represents are 
galore. But I am not at all sure that it has not its good uses despite 
the abuses to which it is sometimes put. In a book that has been 
just recently published by Colonel Robert J. Blackham, M.D., I 
notice a striking confirmation of this estimate of the Shadchan. 
Referring to Donegal in the days of his youth, the Colonel writes : 

A great feature of peasant life in Donegal, and, indeed, all over t! 
ny. was the happiness of married life and the faithfulness of both husband 

wife. 

This was remarkable, as there were very few love matches. Marriagis 

were arranged by the parents or, in the case of orphans, by special inter- 
mediaries, 
And he goes on to explain that if negotiations were not successful, 
then the priest was called in, or the professional match-maker, usually 
an old woman with a glib and shrewd tongue, and things were settled 
but always without reference to the Bride and Bridegroom. The 
Colonel remarks : | 


Marriages may be made in Heaven, in other parts of the globe, },,; 
in Donegal in those days they were made over a turf fire, by old men »),; 
women with the aid of a Lottle or two of poteen. The remarkable fact was 
that although the young people may have hardly seen one another til! they 
met at the church door, they almost invariably took kindly to one anoth..

An Insoluble Problem ? 


By Mentor. 


FF: subjects affecting Jewish social being have received go 


much attention as that of the marriage of Jews to the non. 

sews of their environment. It is a historical problem 

insomuch as if crops up at every point in our long-drawn 
story. More or less so, I should ‘say, because in those periods 
when we were less intermixed, intermarriage was necessarily less 
than when we were scattered hither and thither among the nations 
of the world. But the past is gone. It is there only for us to 
examine, so that from it we may learn what lessons it has to teach. 
The practical question is the here and the now of the problem. 
How is intermarriage to be checked? How is it to be modified? 
How are its effects to be guarded against ?—these are some of the 
questions that confront us. There is another. To what extent 
does intermarriage exist ?—for we suppose that it is, anyway to some 
degree-—some of us think to a very large degree—rampant among us. 
I have more than once in this column drawn attention to the subject, 
us being one of those vital problems: affecting us andI see that the 
other night that able Minister, the Rev. Maurice Perlzweig, devoted an 
address before the B'nai B'rith toa discussion of it. From the report 
of the proceedings, it would appear as if the question was dealt with 
as usual in such debates, I will not say in a haphazard, but in a 
somewhat superficial manner. Mr. Perlzweig it is true catalogued 
a number of causes which he contended led to intermarriage. 
tut there he stopped short and seems to have forgotten that it may 
well be that an examination of the causes of the causes which 
he adumbrated would yield for us an abundant and valuable harvest 
of facts. For instance, he spoke of the paucity of “ Judaisation” 
in the Jewish home of to-day as one of the reasons why the 
children of that home intermarry with non-Jews; but why that 
* Judaisation ” is absent seemed to concern him notatall. And yet 
merely to state the proposition—homes are not conducted upon the 
lines that are Jewish, therefore there is intermarriage—without 
asking ourselves why those homes are so carried on, is hardly what 
may be termed a scientific method of enquiry. 


Ir WAS, OF CouRSE, but natural and therefore has to be for- 
given Mr. Perlzweig, that upon the principle of there being nothing 
like leather he should infetentially suggest that “Liberal” 
Judaism is a panacea against the evil he was contemnuing. In our 
Synagogue, he said in so many words, intermarriage is very slight 
in comparison. Assuming his conclusion to be correct, there 
is nothing for wonder in what he told us. One of the 
immediate impulses to intermarriage is where Jews—of both 
sexes—prefer non-Jews. They do so not because they have any 
predilection in favour of this or that race, or indeed, this or that 
religion, but beeause they wish as their life-partners those 
possessing non-Jewish rather than Jewish characteristics. In 
such cireumstances there is no call to members of his Con- 
gregation to go outside for marriage. They can find precisely 
that non-Jewish characterisation and outlook in their fellow- 
members. And it occurs to me that not only did the reverend 
gentleman present his audience with a remarkable “ give-away,’ 
so far as Opposite Lord's is concerned by that observation of his, 
but that he by drawing the conclusion favourable to ~ Liberal” 
Judaism. which he did—and which I say again was quite natural 
to him—missed a considerable point in the whole discussion. For it 
is precisely because certain Jews prefer non-Jews, just as—it has 
ulmost become a proverb—certain men prefer blondes, that the 
intermarriage we regret occurs. And really, there ought not to be 
a great deal for wonder, however much there may be for regret. 
Here are we Jews, a handful here and a handful there, at most a small 
community here and a small community there, everywhere almost 
about the world placed amid a predominating environment that 
is non-Jewish. And Jews are bidden, nay, they are urged, prayed 
und preached to, to adapt themselves to that environment socially. 
That, we must admit, they are obliged to, if they areto be good citizens 
in the sense of being socially amenable, which is the only sense in 
which good citizenship is conc eivable. Here in England, for instance, 
the theme of numberless platform and pulpit addresses has for 
generations been directed against Jews being anti-social, as 
regards their non-Jewish environment. I have told the 
story before, but it occurs to me again, how at the 
height of the agitation against alien immigration that 
was rampant round about 1881, an estimable member of the 
Council of the United Synagogue declared that the trouble was that 
the alien remained segregated—that is to say foreign—in his 
English surroundings. And the good man, himself an alien-born who 
had not thrown off all the marks of his origin, in a burst of eloquent 
energy exclaimed, with a strong German accent ; W hat we must 
do is to Anglicise ‘zese people.” Yes; he was right, since he 
Was only thinking of how to meet the complaint that was being 


made that “zese people” were an alien element in an English 
setting. He consequently ignored the fact that in the process of 
Anglicising them, it was inevitable that to some extent the 
characteristics that attached to them, and which rightly or wrongly the 
public interprets as Jewish, would go. Whether those characteristics 
are really Jewish in fact is beside the question; but having regard 
to the Anglicising process that has been proceeding, surely the 


surprise is not that intermarriage is as prevalent as it is, but that 
it is not infinitely more so, 


Ir you TELL A curp that its ideal must be to be English or 
French, German or American. you must not complain if the child 
endeavours to carry out your precepts. You must not grumble if, 
as the child grows up, it shapes its life in accordance with your 
doctrine, preferring that so far as it can determine its self-educa- 
tion—and self-education with all of us is ten times more influential 
than the education afforded to us—to shape itself mentally and 
morally upon lines consistent with the national preference you have 
taught it. In the natural order of things, the child, become young 
man or young woman, finds in non-Jewish characteristics much 
to admire and sometimes more to admire than in characteristics, 
which forthe young man or woman are associated with Judaism. 
Hence, there is opened up a beaten smooth path to intermarriage— 
and what restraining influence is there? Religious? That is of the 
most tenuous sort; for nothing is so easy, nothing such a mere 
formality, particularly with Jews in Mr. Perlzweig's Congregation, 
as the making of a non-Jew into a Jew. All that is demanded is a 
verbal expression of determination to that effect. Among Orthodox 
Congregations, the whole matter is viewed as one of religious 
opinion mitigated only by certain ceremonies which frequently do 
not appeal to those who are invited to undergo them and who 
therefore refuse to be bound by them. They argue that the 
one whom they have designated as their life-partner will not 
be essentially any different after than before the ceremony of 
“Conversion” to which I allude, and since it appeals not to 
them, in some cases, let us tell the truth, is nauseatingly objec- 
tionable (whether it should be is again beside the question), they 
cut the knot in which they are not in the least interested— 
the religious knot—and proceed to tie up the nuptial knot as 


an intermarriage. I haye merely hinted in what I have just said 


one of the reasons why intermarriage ‘is prevalent, and it will be 
seen that in such cases as I have referred to, the more orthodox the 
home and consequently the demands of the religious influence that 
happens to be upon that home, taking info account the non-Jewish 
environment of the home, the more likely is there to be inter. 
marriage than,as Mr. Perlzweig pointed out, there is where marriages 
between Jew and non-Jew are less cumbered by ancient practice. 


MOREOVER, IT MUST BE A MATTER for doubt whether the “Judaisa- 
tion” of the home, even if it could be secured in prevailing 
circumstances, would be a prophylactic against intermarriage. I say 
that for two reasons. Because I think Mr. Perlzweig is right when 
he says, using at the same time an argument against himself, that 
there is more intermarriage from “ Judaised"’ homes than from 
homes which could be called “ non-Judaised.”” The expression I 
would say incidentally does not strike me as a happy one, and I use 
it only because the Minister himself employed it. And in the next 
place, it is at least a matter for doubt whether proportionately there 
is more intermarriage, say in the Anglo-Jewish Community to-day 
than there was many years ago. We know as a fact that the original 
founders of Anglo-Jewry were practically wiped out by inter- 
marriage, so that it is difficult to trace in the ranks of the Commun. 
ity to-day representatives of any of them. Yet the homes in those 
days were certainly “ Judaised,” that is to say they were carried on

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on Jewish lines. The children were taught Jewish doctrine and were 
initiated with their lives into Jewish practice. And here, again, to 
be quite fair, one has to hesitate before debiting intermarriage 
as a failing among us with anything like abnormality. Because 
some consideration has to be given to the absence to-day, when 
compared with former times, not merely of the binding 
force upon individual Jews of religion—just as the binding 
force in the like respect of non-Jews has weakened—but also, 
as was pointed out at the Bnai Brith debate, the 
relaxing of the social ban to-day as compared with other 
times, upon those whointermarry. It is within living memory that 
parents mourned as dead, children that had married out of the 
faith. Who are the parents who would do so now? It is not so 
long ago that men among us holding public positions, out of very 
shame for their daughters or sons intermarrying, resigned those 
public positions, feeling that the scorn and reprobation of their 
fellow-Jews were being directed against them, because they had 
failed to bring up those children with such a love of Judaism, that 
even with the most glittering of material prospects they had not 
refused to marry outside the fold. To-day, intermarriage is regarded 
as at most a venial offence, even if offence at all, and it happens not 
infrequently that those who undertake it are loaded with public 
honour by the Community, and are placed in positions of influence 
and power among us. So that, against the way of non-segregation, 
of assimilation, of being English, except perhaps in the Synagogue 
which such people rarely enter, of being as one with our English 
friends and acquaintances, at merging with our environment—and 
when I say English, 1 refer equally of course to these Jewish Com- 
munities the members of which are citizens of other States—we have 
practically nothing save that which is feeble or that which is effete 
to counteract an almost inevitable tendency. There is nothing 
possible save Religion or National sentiment that prevents the 
intermarriage of any peoples, and in these two we Jews are 
woefully weak. For my part, I doubt whether even the national 
solutidn which is so much _ prescribed would be effectual— 
the national solution, as we understand it. For even with Jews 
and Arabs in Palestine at daggers drawn—at least the Arabs have 
them thus—there are signs not a few of a tendency to inter- 
marriage. There, too, Jews are sometimes brought up to be Pales- 
tinians of the Jewish persuasion, and they prefer non-Jews to Jews 
as a result of the process. So it seems to me that, to conclude, the 
problem of intermarriage is not one that can be effectually resolved, 
Iam not sure that an effectual resolution of it would for many 
reasons be satisfactory; but that is another story. And I would 
venture to suggest that instead of our beating our heads against 
the windmills of the conditions in which we are placed, we should 
recoguise that year by year every Jewish Community is bound to 
yield up a certain number of unfortunate members to its environ- 
ment through intermarriage, just as we have to give up so much of 
our income to tlie State. The obvions course for us is to devise 
measures for indubitably strengthening the remainder, happily the 
very large remainder, which intermarriage, however alarmingly 
it may seem to have gripped hold of us, still constantly leaves us. 


FROM THAT ASPECT Mr. Perlzweig is much to be thanked for the 
attention he drew to the subject of Intermarriage in Anglo-Jewry. 
The extent to which he himself, in the work which his office 
demands of him, is helping to strengthen the Jewish sentiment of 
the Community is, however, altogether another question.

and Rabbi Dr. Joseph Abrahams. Mr. Jaffe loved, as did the Rabbis of 
old, to spread the knowledge of the Torah, and was never so happy as 
when he conducted Shiurim and. elucidated intricate Halachas. He 
was the oldest and one of the most esteemed members of the Stoke 
Newington Synagogue, and for a number of years led the Talmud 
Circle in connection with the Synagogue, to the delight of his listeners. 
He was remarkably tolerant in his views and took the liveliest interest 
in general current events. He would not fail, after his morning Shiur, to 
read his DAILY TELEGRAPH and keep abreast of the times. He wasa 
most genial and happy man with a keen sense of humour, peace-loving 
and peace-pursuing. In the presence of a large concourse of admirers, he 
was laid to rest in the Plashet Cemetery beside his loved wife, Hannah 
(herself the daughter of a renowned Rabbi and a Hebrew scholar) who 
died some twenty years ago. He leaves five sons and two danghters to 
mourn his loss.

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Books Reviewed.

“THe Story OF RELIGION,” by Mr. Charles F. Potter (Harrap, 
12s. 6d.), aims at showing the layman how religion has developed, by 
recording the lives of the world’s religions leaders. The names 
selected range from Akhenaten (1888-1358 B.c.r.), the great religious 
reformer of ancient Egypt, to Mary Baker Eddy (1821-1910), the 
American founder of Christian Science. Some of the names included 
in this book are as remarkable as those omitted. For example, 
Robert Ingersoll, who cannot be called a religionist at all, except by 
stretching the meaning of the word, receives a glowing eulogy ; 
while Leo Tolstoy, one of the greatest spiritual forces of recent 
times, obtains no mention whatever. Moses, Jeremiah, Jesus and 
Paul are the Jews whose biographies are chosen. These will strike 
the serious reader as decidedly flippant in tone. Thus we are 
told that Moses “ was accorded the unique journalistic distinction 
of writing his own obituary in advance and correctly.” Jeremiah is 
described as making a “ publicity stunt" of the Rechabites, who 
believed in a“ prohibition which really prohibited.” Jesus in the 
wilderness is said to have “planned his public career, definite), 
deciding to cut loose altogether from his family and set out 
on a preaching tour of Galilee... Paul “would have been a most 
interesting subject for a modern psychiatrist or psycho-analyst.’ 
There is no accounting for tastes, but this style!seems to us a 
vulgarising, in the worst sense, of great traditions. Achad Ha’am 
and Edmond Fleg have shown us a better way as to how the lives 
of great men can be retold fdr the modern world. 

The Roman Catholic View. 

“On THe Reins or THe by Mr. Joseph Bonsirven 
(Burns Oates and Washbourne, 6s.), states the Roman Catholic view of 
Judaism after the downfall of the Jewish State. The foreword states ; 
“ This book is written for Christians,tand is intended to supply them 
with some correct ,idea of the ‘Jewish religion, of which generally 
speaking they are ignorant, or have only the most fantastic notions. 
They will perhaps be.astonished to discover real beauties in it. .. . 
sut the glitter of these jewels*must not dazzle our eyes ; on closer 
study they seem like precious ‘stones torn from delicate settings 
which were created expressly toenhance their value. . . . They 
still shine?and glitter indeed, but grudgingly, like gorgeous gems 
amidtinsel. We note this with regret, esteem and sympathy for those 
who are in possession of such inestimable riches, veiled and obscured 
though they are by mistakes and misunderstandings.’ There can 
be no gainsaying the immense amount of learning regarding 
Jewish history and theology which has gone to the making of this 
book. But the dogmatic conclusions and ecclesiastical moralisings, 
ihe sentiments of affected urbanity and condescending patronage, 
are of course those of the Roman Catholic Church. It is impossible 
for us to say which element will have more weight with the Catholic 
reader. Perhaps ignorance of the basic facts is worse than a 


prejudiced interpretation of them, and if so this book may not be 
without its value. 


Palestinian Archzology. 

DIGGING Up History (Vou. L),” by Mr. J. Garrow 
Duncan (Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge, 12s. 6d.), gives 
an account of recent archwology in Palestine and its bearing on the 
Old Testament. The author, who has been a Director of Excavations 
in Babylonia, Egypt and Palestine, explains the latest opinions and 
discoveries affecting the various problems raised. But opinions 
change so rapidly that, as he states in his preface, he has had to 
correct his statements even as the book progressed. The present 
volume is divided into chapters dealing with the Neolithic or Cave- 
dweller period ; the early, middle, and late Bronze Ages; and the 
periods of the Hebrew conquest and occupation prior to the Exile in 
597 B.O.R, A second volume to be published later this year will deal 
with the remaining periods, the Exilic, the Post-Exilic (embracing the 
Greek, Persian, Hellenistic and Maccabean), the Roman, the Byzan- 
tine, and the Arab. One of the most important problems discussed 
here concerns the amalgamation ‘of Amorites, Hyksos and Hittites. 

There is a wealth of diagrams and pictures. Included among the 
illustrations are the caves at Gezer and Ophel; the fortifications 
at Zion, Jericho and Bethpelet; the stables of Solomon at

Petra and Edom. 
~ THE SARCOPHAGUS OF AN ANCTENT CIVILISATION,” by Professor 
G. L. Robinson ‘Macmillan Company, New York), is an account of 
the author's exploration of Petra and the land of Edom. Petra, that 
~ rose-red city, half ag old as Time,” was known to the Biblical 
writers as Sela ( “rock”'). After being lost to the thinking 
world for over a thousand years, it was discovered in 1812. Since 
that date only occasional explorers have ventured to run the risk of 
Visiting this remote desert metropolis. Our author describes in detail 
its remarkable ruins and monuments, carved out of the solid sand- 
stone rock. Petra is essentially a city of altars and sanctuaries, and its 
remains throw much light on the “high places” mentioned in the Bible. 
The land of Edom, with its towns such as Bozrah and Kadesh-Barnea, 
its mountains such as Seir and Hor, and its associations with Esau and 
his descendants, finds frequent mention in the Scriptures. Modern 
discoveries add greatly to the significance of these references, and 
Professor Robinson's discussion of the connection of Edom with the 
Book of Job is perhaps of special interest in this connection. This 
volume with its many excellent illustrations is a valuable account 
of that once mighty civilisation whose downfall was so, remarkably 
foretold by the Hebrew prophets. 
Medicine and Dietetics. 

NEM THe Heprew L, No. 2), edited by Dr. 
Moses Einhorn and Dr. L. M. Herbert, at 983, Park Avenue, New York, 
is an American medical publication in Hebrew. Its chief interest 
lies in its glossary, which is a gallant attempt to Hebraize many of 
the current scientific terms, much in the same way as the Germans 
Teutonized them several decades ago. One must marvel at the 
ingenuity displayed.in obtaining correct equivalents, while wonder- 
ing whether the game is worth the candle. Would it not really be 
better for the sake of the spread of knowledge that the Greek and 
Latin terms be retained in a Hebrew matrix, just as the Talmudic 
scholars preserved Greek words and the, medieval writers Arabic 
words’? It is really a matter of opinion. Apart from the usual run 
of medical articles in this volume, there is a reproduction of an 
original manuscript on hemorrhoids by Shlomo ibn Ayub of Badrash 
in 1265, and an article on the etiology of diseases according to the 
Talmud. * 

“L’HYGIENE ALIMENTAIRE DES JUIFS DEVANT LA SCIENCE 
MODERNE,” by Dr. D. Schapiro (Editions Erelji, Paris, 50 frs.), will 
have no interest for those who regard the dietary laws as divine 
institutions for which it is not permissible to seek a rational basis, 
or for those who look on them in the light of taboo survivals. But 
for those who believe that the dietary laws are the outcome of a 
long national experience combined with the wisdom of an inspired 
legislator, this work, which is the result of long years of 
study, will prove of immense value. The author first gives a 


zoological account of the animals allowed and prohibited for 
food, as described in the Pentateuch, taking great care to 
establish their correct identity. The second section deals with 
the 


various classes of unclean food derived from animals not 
killed in the ritual fashion, and also with Shechita and its 
subsequent rites, and prohibited types of food, such as blood and” 
certain fats. In a final section all the objections to the sanitary 
aim of the dietary laws are refuted, but at the same time it is shown 
that, considered from a modern psychological standpoint, they were 
justifiably regarded by the ancient Hebrews as having a moral and 
spiritual as well as an hygienic purpose.

At the end of the seventeenth 
century a French ambassador reports, after a visit to Morocco, that 
most of the Jews carried on the trade of goldsmiths. Obadiah of 
Bertenoro, the famous commentator on the Mishna, on his journey 
to Jerusalem (1488-1489), relates that most of the Jews of Palermo. 
where 1,850 families resided, were coppersmiths and workers in iron.

An interesting example of the value of the commentaries. now 
silable in English form in the Chief Rabbi's edition of the Pento 
uch, is afforded by the explanations offered, concerning the bal! 
ekel, the collection of which is ordained in the opening paragraph 

‘ to-morrow’'s Sedra. The Bible reader does not take much interes! 
this paragraph, notwithstanding the fact that a special Sabbath 
Shekalim/ is devoted to its repetition. He has, of course. heard of the 
valf-shekel and its connection with a census of the people. And he 
1s a recollection of some ancient superstition, which regarded the 
ounting of heads as an unlucky deed, that must be counteracted 
y some votive offering. The older Hebrew commentators rathe) 
-upport this theory, although it'is hardly in keeping with the well 
stablished opposition of Biblical teaching to all kinds of superst; 
on. -But the more modern commentators inform us in the first 
rnstance, that the census referred to was a census of warriors, taken 
efore entering into warfare. Secondly that the half-shekel had m 
-uperstitious significance, but had a highly moral value: that the 
ransom” was not from the “ evil eye.’ but was an atonement for 
an act, that needed Heaven's pardon: and that that act was the 
king of human life, even in permitted warfare. We are furthe: 
ld, that the word B3—ransom-——occurs three times in the Tord! 
ind each time it refers to the money paid by one who is guilt. 
{taking human life in circumstances that do not constitute murde: 
Vhere the crime was not intentional, he was permitted to pay a 
ransom, which was forbidden in the case of deliberate murde) 
Exodus xxi, 30, and Numbers 31 and 32). “ Thisis the conception. 
writes one of these commentators, “that underlies the law of the 
hbalf-shekel in this chapter.”’ The soldier who is ready to march into 
battle, is in the eyes of Heaven a potential taker of life, though not 
i deliberate murderer. Hence he requires “a ransom for his life 
The soldiers, * when thou numberest them,” are to be impressed with 
the fact that, high as the aims for which they go to battle may be, war 
remains a necessary evil. The“ ransom” is therefore to be paid at the 
time of the mustering, long before the actual fighting begins. 

This theory of the Bible attitude to war is further supported by 
the remarks quoted, of another commentator (Ehrlich) on the phrase 
with which this paragraph closes: “tomake atonement for your souls. 
‘le sees in the use of this phrase “ one of the sublimest teachings of 
“cripture, unparalleled in any other sacred book, ancient or modern 
The same phrase is used in connection with the Midianite battle in 
Numbers xxxi., 52. After signally defeating the Midianites, the victor: 
ous warriors come to the Tabernacie, bringing jewels and other 

asluable-booty as an offering, in order’ to make an atonement for their 
ouls before the Lord.’ Other peoples sing songs of triumph after a vic- 
ory over their enemies. Why then did these warriors offer sacrifices 
{ atonement for their souls at such an hour? It is another indication, 
se says of the horror of shedding human blood, that the J7orah 
nculeates. It is the same feeling that prompted the Jewish sages 
© tell that the angels, when about to break forth in song over the 
igyptian hosts drowning in the Red Sea, were silenced by God in 
‘he words: ‘My eréatures are perishing; and ye are ready to sing! 

The explanation. of these texts is also calculated to throw some 

ight on that event in the reign of King David, narrated in the 24th 
hapter of the Second Book of Kings. Here we are told that David, 
espite advice to the contrary from Joab and the captains of the 
‘rmy, insists on taking a census of Israel and Judah. The prophet 
“ad is sent by God to censure the king and to foretell a grievous 
ounishment. What was this great crime for the committal of 
which David’s heart smote him, and he said “I beseech thee, O God, 
‘ake away the iniquity of Thy servant, for I have done very foolishly ?” 
Surely this was something of more consequence than a desire of! 
avid to be able to boast of a thriving and an increasing populace. 
Clearly it was a census of warriors that be desired to make, and that 
with a view to undertaking some war of conquest and to shed human 
»lood without the Divine authority. This it is that incurs the Divine 
reprobation and that must be stopped, even at the cost of severe 
punishment to both king and people. 

All this offers encouragement to those who believe that in the 
opposition to warfare and in the fostering of peace Jews are main- 
taining their ancient traditions, and that in the Torah, as well as in 
the rest of the Bible, inspiration may be found for such a contribu. 
tion as Israel may still make towards. the conception and realisation 
of a nobler and a better world. It also offers encouragement to a 
closer study of Holy Writ, by which other unexpected treasures may 
be discovered in apparently uninteresting passages. Scripture study 
has its analogies with archeology. A surface that offers no sugges- 
tion to the passer-by; a mound here, a circular formation there, 
immediately attracts the better-trained eye. The spade of the 
expert reveals treasures not only of gold and silver, but conveys a 
new knowledge of mankind, dug out of the hard stones of its 
past history that we thought buried in oblivion.

\ rather pra al reason is suggested by Maimonides: “Since 
many beasts were daily slaughtered in the holy place, the flesh cut 
in pieces and the entrails and the legs burnt and washed, the smell 
of the place would undoubtedly have been like the smell of the 
slaughter-houses, if nothing had been done to counteract it. They 
were therefor mmanded to burn incense there twice every day, 
in the morning and in the evening, in order to give the place and 
the garments of those who officiated there a pleasant odour. This 
provision likewise tended to support the dignity of the Temple. If 


there had not been a’ good smell, let alone if there had been a 
stench, it would have produced in the minds of the people the 
reverse of respect: for our heart generally feels elevated in the 
presence of good odour, and is attracted to it, but it abhors and 
avoids a bad smell” (Guide HL; 45). But this theory does not 


account for the origin of the practice, since the offering of incense, 
among primitive peoples, often took place in the open, and asa 
sacrifice in itself. quite apart from burning the flesh of animals. 

From later sources we learn that fumigation was resorted to 
for the purpose of driving away evil spirits. In the Apocrypha the 
angel informs Tobit.’ Touching the heart and the liver (of the fish), 
if a devil or an evil spirit trouble any, we must make a smoke 
thereof before the man or the woman, and the party shall be no 
more vexed” (vi., 7); and in the sequel it is related that the remedy 
proved efficacious when the heart and the liver were burnt on ~ the 
embers of the perfumes” (viii, 2).. It would, however, be hazardous 
to argue from such a superstition that the original use of incense 
was to rid the precincts of the Temple of the presence of evil spirits. 

Symbolic ideas were associated with the incense by later 
writers. Philo, ¢.g., explained that the four principal ingredients 
enumerated in this verse were emblematic of the four elements of 
the Universe; and Josephus (loc. cit.) wrote, “ The altar of incense 
by its thirteen kinds of sweet-smelling spices, with which the sea 
and earth and air replenished it, signified that all things belong to 
God and are all for His use.” :

“Hard to Be a Jew.” 


But the Meshummadim are No Happier in Hungary. 
From a Correspondent.— BUDAPEST. | 


Heretofore a popular saying among Jews was: ~ It is hard to be 
This has been changed. in Hungary anyway to: “ itis hard to 
he a Meshummad.’ And true enough, the peace and serenity which 
the Meshummadim considered that they had secured for themselves, 
and for which they bave paid so dearly, is being disturbed. These 
people who thought that once they had got rid of their affiliations 
with everything Jewish they would at least be left alone and allowed 
to live undisturbed. discovered that they were being watched, 
studied with interest and by turns pitied and despised. First the 
Zionist and Nationalist propaganda brought them unhappiness, 
then followed the anti-Semitic agitation, referring as it did to 
all and sundry who have any Jewish blood tm their veins, whether 
baptised or not; and now their annoyance is being aggravated by a 
sensational comedy of Jewish-Hungarian life which is having a 
phenomena! success at a Budapest theatre. This play, by Joshke 
eldman, is called: “It is hard to be a Jew—in Hungary,” and 
portrays the tragi-comic side of the life of baptised Jews. Hated by 
the Jews, despised by the true Magyars, laughed at by the world, 
they live the life of outcasts despite their riches and their Magyar 
stvle of life. 

The comedy is being played to full houses and is the most success 
ful show in town. Jews and Christians enjoy it equally, but for 


different reasons, of course ; even mes/iummadim go to see it, impelled 


by curiosity. It is quite a sensation, and has caused a _ public 
discussion about baptised Jews. Hungarian writers and public men, 
who before had encouraged complete assimilation and disintegration, 
now denounce people who have behaved 
abominably against their old and new religions. The general 
press has started a discussion: What kind of people are the 
meshummadim’ How many of them are there in Hungary’? Are 
they justified in their action? ‘Is it moral? Are they useful 
citizens? Among the letters published in the press are a few from 
baptised Jews, who explain how they came to take this step. 

___In short, the meshummadim are not in good odour just now in 
Hungary to the huge delight of the thousands of Jews who rather 
like seeing the eternal “ it is hard to be a Jew” changed to “it is 
hard to be a meshummad.” 

All this is, of course, on the surface of public life. The statistics. 
however, reveal that the process of disintegration goes on as before. 
According to the figures of.the Budapest statistical bureau there 
were 630 Jewish exter-marriages in the course of 1929.

Canadian Immigration. 
-— 
An Unfortunate Restriction. 


a Correspondent.—MONTREAL. | 


The intention of the Canadian Government further to restrict 
immigration into Canada will, no doubt, arrest the development 
and growth of the Jewish settlement in the country, which was just 
becoming consolidated into a prosperous community. The influx of 
new immigrants has always had a stimulating and salutory effect 
and was accoraingly welcomed by Canadian Jewry. The Jewish 
colonists received new workers and the whole Jewish’ cultural life 
in the country received an impetus. Despite the recent rather 
negative attitude of the Administration towards Jewish immigrants 
who showed a tendency to settle in the cities, the stream of new 
settlers never quite ceased and, during the year ending in 1929, a 
total of 3,848 Jews entered Canada. 

The Jewish Immigrant Aid Society, an organisation with offices 
in Montreal, Quebec, St. John and Vancouver and with Committees 
throughout Canada, estimates that during the last tem years, 41.873 
Jewish immigrants entered Canada and received aid of one kind or 
another from this Society.

Polish Communal Elections. 
Amazing Government Regulations. 
From a Correspondent—WARSAW. | 


Should the Jewish Community regulations recently drawn up 
by the Polish Government, in connection with the forthcoming new 


elections to the Community Boards, become law and, as such), be 
enforced, a unique situation would be created in Polish Jewis) life 
The authorities would then be enabled to exclude Jews whom they 


declared to be “ non-religious ‘’ from participation in the affairs o! 
the Communities, thus instituting a kind of surveillance over the 
religious beliefs of Community members. 

Polish Jewry has always, even under the Tsar's regime, enjoyed 
a considerable measure of autonomy. The old arrangement. provided 
that all Jews were entitled to take part in the affairs of the Jewish 
Community, and were entitled to the right of electing and being 
elected. The “Gmina” (Kehillah) has for centuries’ been the 
recognised and authorised representation of the Jewish population. 
embracing all groups and shades of opinion among Jews. The new 
regulations, which were drawn up to satisfy the claims of the Ayuda’ 
and extreme wings of Orthodoxy, destroy this principle and convert 
the. Ae/illah from an all-Jewish body into a purely religious institu 
tion, built on a religious basis and controlled by religious Jews. 
These regulations divide Jewry into two categories: those w!io are 
professing and those who are “ outspokenly non-professing '0 
other words, good Jews and bad Jews—Jews enfranchised and Jews 
ostracised. | 

The effort made by the Club of Jewish Deputies to modi!y the 
new regulations by eliminating the above article failed. «spite 
the convincing speech of Deputy Sommerstein, in which he com 
plained that these regulations destroy the ancient rights ev) \e¢ 
by the Kelullah and all its members, and that an administretive 
measure cannot remove a constitutional right, the Polish Par)iae™' 
declined to intervene. :

Il understand that Colonel Josiah Wedgewood, M.P., the Chairman 
of the Palestine Parliamentary Committee, has been advised by his 
doctor to keep away from the-House as much as possible until he 
is restored to normal health. The atmosphere of the House is most 
exhausting, and is the cause of much of the illness among members. 
In the circumstances, Colonel Wedgwood, as an ex-Minister, has 
access to a private room which has been placed at his disposal. 
where he is at present engaged on the formidable task of writing a 
history of Parliamentary procedure, which may run into ten bulky 
volumes. He is one of the most industrious men in British public 
life. and the Zionists have been very fortunate in having his assist 
ance in recent vears. In the last eighteen months, much of the 
activity of the Palestine Committee, at one of the most eritical 
junctures in Zionist history, has been due to his energy. 

The rumour. which has been widely circulated, that Leon 
Trotsky is dangerously ill and that he is not expected to survive, is 
not confirmed in reliable quarters. Trotsky is certainly run-down ; 
but the nature of his illness has been grossly exaggerated. From 
several sources I have been able to confirm that Trotsky has become 
an ardent Zionist ; but it is feared that the restrictions placed upon 
his travelling will make it impossible for him to attend the next 
Zionist Congress. 


American Opinions on Mr. MacDonald's Letter. 
STATEMENT_BY ZIONIST ORGANISATION. 


“AN IMPROVEMENT ON THE WHITE PAPER.” 


The Administrative Committee of the American Zionist Organi 
sation has issued a statement declaring that Mr. MacDonald's letter 
to Dr. Weizmann constitutes in several respects an improvement on 
the Passfield White Paper. At the same time, the Administrative 
Committee holds that only when the negotiations between the 
Jewish Agency and the British Government are finally concluded, 
will it be possible to judge the matter fully. The Administrative 
Committee also states that the Zionist Congress and the Council of 
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ihe Jewish Agency are the only authoritative bodies which wil! be 
able either to accept or reject the results of the negotiations. 


Mr. L. Lipsky, the President of the Zionist Organisation o! 


Greater New York. and the former President of the American Zionist 
Organisation, has expressed satisfaction with the letter of Mr. 
MacDonald to Dr. Weizmann. as the British Government’s first step 


in the right direction. He declared. however, that it was necessary 
to continue to demand that the British Government should yield to 
the Zionist Executive on the other questions raised by it during the 
last two vears, and especially regarding the installation of an 
administration in Palestine which should be friendly towards Zionism 
as well as on the problem of the close settlement of Jews in Palestine. 


MR. MACDONALD'S LETTER AND THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 


The letter of Mr. MacDonald to Dr. Weizmann has reached the 
Secretariat of the League of Nations, which has immediately for. 
warded copies of it to all members of the Council of the League of 
Nations and of the Permanent Mandates Commission. 

In: League circles it is held that the letter of Mr. MacDonald 
will greatly facilitate the task of the Mandates Commission at its 
June meeting. when it will bave to consider the Passtield White 
Paper, which it will be able to do in conjunction with the letter. 

Arab Protests. 


The Arabs at Nablus have held a meeting, at which they con. 
sidered the MacDonald letter to Dr. Weizmann. The meeting 
decided to recommend to the Arabs, as a sign of mourning on the 
occasion of the publication of the MacDonald letter that they should 
refrain from sending any cdéngratulatory telegrams in connection 
with the Moslem festivals. The meeting also decided to raise funds 
for the purpose of buying presents for the imprisoned Arabs who 
took part in the riots of August, 1929, and to send delegations to 
visit the graves of the three executed Arabs in connection with the 
August riots.

HOUSE OF COMMONS, Monday. 

Colonel HOWARD Bury asked the Prime Minister whether the 
Arab Executive were in any way consulted or an agreement reached 
with them before he wrote his letter to Dr. Weizmann. 

The PRIME MINISTER states ina written answer: “ As has already 
been explained the letter deals only with the interpretation, of 
certain passages in the statement of policy presented to Parliament 
in December last, which at once became the subject of misconception.

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A Statistical Bureau. 
From Dr. MAURICE SORSBY. 


To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir.—The lack of statistics concerning the Jewish population of this 
country is a heavy handicap to any serious study of the many aspects 
presented by the Community. There is nothing to be gained and much 
to be lost by running away from these problems, and one cannot, therefore, 
but agree with your correspondent, Mr. 8. Gilbert, in his plea for the 
necessity of collecting all available data. The unfortunate part of the 
storv isthat it is not a question of collecting and classifying available data, 
but the much more difficult problem of statistical research on the basis of 
exceptionally slender material. 

In the nature of the case, it is exceedingly unlikely that any extensive 
statistical information of passable reliability can ever be obtained on the 
more detailed aspects of the Jewish Community. Mr. Gilbert is far too 
sanguine if he really hopes to obtain information on the social structure 
of the Community, when such elementary things-as its numerical strength, 
the sex distribution and age distribution are all beyond accurate deter. 
mination. It must not be forgotten that there is not one shred of official 
statistical evidence concerning Jews in this country, as both the census 
and the civil Nfe of the country ignored denominational distinctions. 
Jewish statistics in this country are therefore derived from all sorts of 
indirect sources: this is a notoriously unreliable method, very much in 
the nature of making bricks without straw. This being the case, tie 
requirement is not a statistical Bureau but a statistical research depart 
ment under accredited scientific supervision. 

It is here that those of us who have had actual experience of research 
must part company from Mr. Gilbert and his sanguine brethren. The 
necessity for a Statistical Bureau has been appreciated long before the 
B'nai B'rith woke up to the fact; and what is more, the Bureau exists in 
the very excellent and authoritative Statistical Committee of the Jewish 
Health Organisation, a Committee that includes most of the available 
statistical talent of the Jewish Community, and on whose worth the Board 
had occasion to pronounce in connection with the Intelligence Report. The 
organisation at the disposal of this Committee is as authoritative as the 
proposed Statistical Bureau is ever likely to be. One relevant instance 
is the request of the Deputies some two years ago to this Committee 
to take over the returns from Synagognes that the Deputies had pre- 
viously looked after themselves and deal with future returns. Other 
facts are the willing co-operation in statistical matters by the Jewish 
Friendly Societies, Burial Societies and other Communal bodies. Every 
likely source for the collection of information is being tapped by this 
Statistical Committee, but even so the Committee have found that the 
“reat part of their work must be devoted to devising research investiga- 
tions. Unfortunately research requires more than brave speeches and 
clogucnt reminiscences. The financial assistance necessary for such 
work has not been as free as one could have hoped, and unless the 
proposed Statistical Bureau can help in this direction, its creation wonld 
be entirely superfluous, for all the other duties it is suggesting are already 
being effectively carried out as far as the means permit. And on this 
partictular aspect of finance, one can only foresee in the existence of such 
a Bureau an unnecessary complicating factor. 

[am not writing in my official capacity as a member of the Statistical 
Comunittee of the Jewish Health Organisation, but as one of the twelve 
members of the Deputies who voted against Mr. Samuel's proposal. 
some of the reasons for voting against the scheme which I believe will 
turn out an expensive “ white elephant,” were advanced in the discussion. 
Mr. Gilbert need not agree with them, but that is no good reason for 
questioning the sanity of those who hold these views.

Decreasing Influence of Religious Safeguards. 


Address by Lord Moynihan. 


Lord Moynihan, President of the Royal College of Surgeons, 
was the principal speaker at an “At Home” given by Mr. Henry 
Van den Bergh on Monday evening at his residence, 8, Kensington 
Palace Gardens, W.8, in connection with the Jewish Health 
Organisation of Great Britain. Mr. DoxnaALD VAN DEN Beran, J.P., 
presided over a large and distinguished company. 


The CHAIRMAN, in introducing the speakers, said that Lord 
Moynihan’s fame had spread far beyond the limits of England; 
Dr. Redcliffe N. Salaman was a great authority on agriculture and 
afforestry, while Dr. D. N. Nabarro was one of the greatest autho. 
rities they had on tropical diseases and had written a number of 
works on sleeping sickness and on health generally. 

Lord MOoOYNIBAN, in the course of his address. said that the 
“ Jewish Health Organisation” had for its purpose the scientific 
study of the morbid changes brought about in people of their race by 
the modern conditions under which they were compelled tolive. They 
were singularly well qualified for their task, for they had the materia), 
the opportunity, and the trained enquirers, and no other people were 
equally competent or equally equipped for the necessary research. 
“Were I a Jew,” said Lord Moynihan, “there is surely nothing of 
which I should be prouder. Yet evidence is not lacking that, what- 
ever may be happening within the individual heart, your old 
religious observances and the old habits of life seem to the observer 
to be weakening in their influence upon you. Are you being unduly 
affected by the conditions under which you live, losing more of the 
great things of life, because perhaps you have more to lose than 
your neighbours ? 
human and material surroundings ; the ‘ racial poisons’ from which 
even in my young days you were almost exempt; the mental dis- 
turbances, the diseases of degeneracy ; and the crime, the general 
deterioration, as some think, of the white races, affecting you? What 
resistance as a race, and individually, are you offering? To what 
extent are the old safeguards, religious, moral, social, at work?” 
If improvement was to follow upon well directed activities, an 
immense amount of careful enquiry by competent authority was 
needed. Of one thing his experience had assured him: the strict 
observing Jew did not so easily or so often fall a victim to disease. 
But enquiry and wise counsel must precede action. Certain diseases 
among them appeared definitely to be on the increase. Defects of 
vision were more frequent with them. Tuberculosis was not rare 
with them. Dental disease was fartoocommon. Their enquiries 
would, he believed, reveal a truth of which he was well 
assured. The new sociai conditions of populous cities and limited 
air space and so forth bore more heavily upon children than upon 
adults. Diseases which called for remedy and relief in the grown 
man or woman began during childhood. In large measure they 
were preventable. ‘They would, therefore, find it necessary to 
increase as considerably as possible their accommodation for the 
investigation and treatment of young children. Constant medical 
supervision would then ensure a wore virile and vigorous adult 
age. The forward-looking minds in medicine were more than ever 
concerned with Preventive Medicine, a science whose communal 
activities were of incalculable, but certainly immense, value, and 
whose service to the individual might change the health outlook for 
the remainder of life. 

Dr. REDCLIFFE SALAMAN, referring to the inspection of the 
Talmud Torahs., said that this work was very necessary for it was 
nothing short of a scandal that their Jewish schools were so extra- 
ordinarily badly housed and so unhygienic. Quite a good deal of 
research had been carried on by the Organisation in regard to 
cancer and in addition they were carrying out very important and 
interesting work at the Child Guidance Clinic and at the Dental 
Clinic. The results so far secured had been extremely encouraging, 
but in order to be able to continue the work money was urgently 
necessary, and he hoped that they would give them all the support 
they could. 

Dr. NABARRO said that the work which the Organisation was 
doing would give them a return in a few years’ time in the better 
health and well-being of their poorer brethren. 

Haham Dr. GASTER said that the great value of the work done by 
the Society was that it taught the people what were the elementary 
principles of safeguarding their health and preventing them from 
falling victims to disease. They were not only giving the people 
back health but also the joy and pleasure of life.

To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE. 


bik, —1 observe that in his interesting article on “The Origins of the 
Great Synagogue” in last week's JEWISH CHRONICLE SUPPLEMENT, 
my friend Dr. Cecil Roth ve-asserts his view that the Ashkenazi Great 
Synagogue in Duke's Place, even though it was first erected twenty-one 
years after the neighbouring Sephardi Synagogue in Bevis Marks, should 
“in all fairness” be designated the oldest Jewish place of worship in 
this country. 

Assuming that Dr. Roth’s somewhat complicated conclusions regarding 
the topography of the site of the Duke’s Place Synagogue did, on close 
eXamination, prove to be correct beyond doubt, may I ask him whether 
he would, as an analogy, admit that the present building of the “ Beth 
HTotim "in the Mile End Road, though re-erected in the year 1915, may 

fairly” claim to be the oldest Jewish edifice after the Resettlement 
because it stands on the grounds of the Sephardi “ Beth Ahaim” dating 
back to 1656 ? 

It appears to me that this pilpulistic inquiry is best adapted to Dr. 
Roth's method of treatment of the subject. In any case, however, there 
still remains, of course, the simple but salient question to be answered: 
is it the fact, or is it not, that the Bevis Marks Synagogue, erected in 1701, 
is the earliest extant building wherein Jewish worship is offered on 
English soil ?

TRADE CYCLES IN PATRIARCHAL TIMES. 


Continuing the course of lectures on the “ Background of the 
Bible,” arranged by the Union of Jewish Literary Societies, Mr. 
S. R. K, Glanville, M.A., of the Department of Egyptian and Assyrian 
Antiquities at the British Museum, delivered a lantern lecture on 
“ Political and Social Contacts Between Egypt and Palestine,” at 
Jews’ College, Guilford Street, on Sunday last. The Chair was 
occupied by Professor Dr. Biichler, the Principal of the College. 

During the course of his remarks, the lecturer said that 
familiarity bred unreality, and the Bible was an obvious instance of 
this. Therefore the value of the Egyptian commentary on things 
Palestinian lay in the power it gave of seeing the familiar facts from 
a stranger's point of view. The Bible's first reference to Egypt 
occurred in Genesis xii., 10: “ And there was a famine in the land: 
and Abraham went down into Egypt to sojourn there, for the famine 
was sore in the land.” This would be equivalent to the current phrase, 
“ An International Economic Depression,” and meant as much to the 
early peoples as that phrase docs to us to-day. The next reference 
appeared with the incident of Joseph, which lead to the Sojourn, 
Oppression and the Exodus. The Sojourn was a vital event in 
Jewish history and it was impossible to dissociate it from the second 
period in Egyptian history when, according to that history, the land 
was overrun by Asiatics, /.c.. Hyksos. The ruling Pharaoh at the 
time of Joseph was a Hykso. It was interesting to find that Joseph 
had a “ Dream Book.” He was one of the first of the Hebrews 
to be embalmed and buried in a coffin in Egypt. 

Speaking of the Israelites being commanded to make bricks 
without straw, the lecturer said that it was not possible, as he could 
testify from first hand experience, to make bricks from Nile mud 
and sand, as was used by the Israelites, without using straw. What 
actually happened was that,asstatedin Exodus v., 6-8 and 10-18, they 
were commanded by Pharaoh to get their own straw and at the 
same time their output of bricks was not to diminish in the slightest 
degree. Their protest was against having to work overtime. The 
lecturer showed a slide portraying a stone slab on which were 
engraved the names of those who were absent from work, together 
with the reason for their absence. It was written upon the stone 


that one man was absent “to bury his grandmother.’ 


A yote of thanks to the lecturer was moved by Mr. H. Cohen 
and seconded by Dayan L. Mendelsohn, Rabbi, and carried.

Baked Bloaters. | 
CuT off the heads and tails of the bloaters; split them open and 
remove the backbone. Sprinkle them with bread crumbs, grated onion 
and chopped parsley; dust with dry mustard and pepper. Dot with 
butter or margarine and cook in a moderate oven. 


Egg Cutlets. 


Egg and bread crumbs. 


Three hard-boiled eggs. 
Sausage meat, 4 Ib. 
LET the eggs get cold, then cut them in halves lengthwise. Co: t 
with sausage meat; dip in egg and bread crumbs and fry a golden brown. 
Serve with mashed potatoes. 


Cheese Omelette. 
Butter, 1 oz. 
balt and cayenne, 


Three eggs. 
Grated cheese, | oz. 
Cream, 2 tablespoonfuls. 
BEAT up the eggs; add the cream and grated cheese and season with 
salt and cayenne. Melt the butter in an omelette pan and cook like an 
ordinary omelette. Serve at once with grilled tomatoes. 


Fried Bananas. 

TAKE as many bananas as required. Peel them ; remove the “strings,” 
and cut through in halves. Cut some bread the same size as the bananas 
(about a quarter-of-an-inch thick) and fry a golden brown in nutter or 
fat. Then fry the bananas until they are also brown, Arrange cach on 
a piece of fried bread; sprinkle with lemon juiwe and serve very hot. 


Egg and Spaghetti au Gratin. 


4 ozs. White sance, 4 pint. 
Three hard-boiled exus. bread crumbs, 2 tablespoonfuls.

Cook the spaghetti till tender. Drain well and use the water to 
make the white sauce. Cut the eggs into slices. Grease a fireproof dish ; 
put in the spaghetti and eggs, sprinkling the cheese in between the layers. 
Pour over the sauce. Sprinkle the top with bread crumbs and grated 


cheese, and bake in a moderate oven until thoroughly hot and nicely 
browned,

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Association of Jewish Friendly Societies. 
BRFECT OF THE ECONOMIC DEPRESSION, 
[From our Correspondent. 


lt is inevitable that thrift agencies like the Jewish Friendly 
Societies should be affected by the long drawn-out industrial depres- 
sion. As Cal. Waley Cohen. the President of the Association. said 
at Sunday's annual conference of the Association, ~ Friendly Societies 
touch every side of the life of the workers; with the dearth of 
money ond the arrears into which unemployed workers fall, Lodges 
and Societies are finding it hard to continue as in normal times; 
and the present stringency makes it imperative that the Association 
itself should not embark on new schemes entailing fresh expendi- 
ture’; thus echoing the words of the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
Undoubtedly the present depression has cast a gloom over the 
movement, and the. speeches made at the Association's Conference 
reflected the hard times being experienced by the Orders and 
societies. 

An unusually vigorous debate centred on the Association's 
printed report, the underlying note of which was the lack of pro- 
gress in mapy sections of the movement. The Association used to 
be a‘tacked for its sins of commission; but to-day its critics attack 
it for its alleged sins of omission. An outstanding attack on the 
policy of the Assotiation ‘which had previously been defended by 
Mr. S. Binderman on the ground that in present circumstances 
all it could properly do was to consolidate its undertakings) was 
made by Mr. J. Ostrofsky, the energetic Seeretary of the Grand 
Order Sons of Jacob. Mr. Ostrofsky wanted the Association 
to take its courage in both hands, and, in advocating beneficial 
schemes, to rely on the broad sympathies of the members. Mr. 'L. 
Levy, B.Sec., of the Order of Ancient Maccabeans, sounded a similar 
bate. 

Reports on the work of the Board ‘of Deputies were made by 
the Association's representatives, Mr. Michael Levy, who has com- 
pleted twelve vears membership at the Board, Mr. Percy Cohen and 
Alderman Kershaw. Mr. Perey Cohen referred to the misconception 
which was rife as to what the Board could achieve on the Aliens’ 
question and protested against the statement made in the last issue 
of THE CHRONICLE by Mr. 8. Gilbert, who said “the Deputies 
were reduced to tramping the corridors of the Home Office for a few 
crumbs of concession.” Mr, Cohen pointed out that the attitude of 
successive Governments had not made the task faced by the Deputies 
an easy one: nevertheless, real progress was being made, and the 
fact should be recognised. With regard to the Civil Service issue, 
they would not cease their strivings until the principle was estab- 
lished that every British-born child had equal rights. Alderman 
Kershaw considered that in view of their numbers the many 
Friendly Society Deputies. should meet’ periodically to concert 
policy at the Board. 

‘Lhe tinal question discussed at the Association meeting was tb: t 
cf making separate provisiow for orphans of members of Friendly 
Societies, and a resolution to that effect was moved by Mr. Ostrofskv 
ou behalf of his Order. Feeling that the Norwood Institution does 
net and cannot meet the needs of the entire Jewish Community, he 
considers that the time is ripe for establishing a separate Home under 
the auspices of the Association, maintained on an income of £2,000 
derived from contributions of a half-penny a week permember. Mr. 
Ostrofsky's contentions, and the illustrations supporting them, were 
strongly disputed by other delegates, and the Conference decided to 
refer the resolution to the Executive Committee for further con. 
sideration, the subject being one which has to some extent been 
enquired into during the year. The Conference refused to endorse 
the principle involved in the resolution, preferring to wait until it 
knows more about it.

~ entitled to exemption from income tax was raised in a revenue appeal 


Which that Association brought before Mr. Justice Rowlatt in the King's 
Bench Division on Monday. The Commissioners for the Special Purposes 
of the Income Tax Acts had previously ruled that the Association was not 
a charity. 

Mr. A. M. Latter, K.C., for the Apellant Association explained that 
the Association was not formed for profit. Its object was to acquire land 
in Palestine and to settle Jewish people upon it. It obtained large funds 
from voluntary collections among the Jews and, primarily, the point of 
view of the founders was to form a religious trust. The funds were used 
for settling poor people on the land in Palestine and producing in rather a 
primitive country, the beginnings of a civilised community. The people who 
had been so settled were refugees from persecutions and massacres such as 
the Yemenite Jewsfrom Arabiaand Russian Jews. In the circumstances the 
Association maintained that it was @ Charity, inasmuch as its objects were 
for the benefit of a large class of the community, for the relief of poverty 
and for religious purposes. From whatever angle it was viewed, it was 
an association carrying out charitable duties in the eyes of the English 
law. Dealing in detail with the work of the Association, Mr. Latter said 
that in addition to acquiring land and letting it to the settlers, the Assovia- 
tion had installed a water supply on much of the land, planted forests, 
cultivated plantations, erected homesteads for workers and trained and 
found employment for the settlers. It had also granted land for, and 
advanced money in connection with, the erection of Synagogues, orphan- 
ages, hospitals, social clubs, schools and other religious, charitable and 
educational institutions’ 

The Attorney-General (Sir William Jowitt, K.C.), for the Crown, said 
the question to be considered was not what the Association did do, but 
what it was authorised to do by the terms of the Trust. Looking at the 
Association's powers under its memoranda and articles of association, 
it was obvious that the underlying intention and purpose of the Associa- 
tion. was political. The object was to establish in Palestine a Jewish 
National Home. The settlers were never to have absolute ownership of 
the land, in order to avoid the risk of any settler disposing of the property 
to any member of the non-Jewish community. From a revenue point of 
view it was important that it should pot be said that when persons 
gathered together for a semi-political purpose they could claim exemption. 
The fact that an organisation was performing a very useful public service 
did not make it a charity. 

In giving judgment dismissing the appeal with costs, Mr. Justics 
towlatt said the ohject of the Association could be most shortly described 
as Zionist. The intention, purpose and desire was to populate Palestine 
and the surrounding countries with Jews. That obligation, which was 
said to be a religious obligation, was an obligation towards the land of 
Palestine as the home of the Jewish race to be held in commemoration 
by them. The object was not to find a dwelling place for Jews who were 
dissatisfied with their present dwelling places, but rather that Palestine 
should be populated by Jews. “The dominant motive is towards the 
land and not towards the people,” Mr. Justice Rowlatt declared. “If 
Jews were well treated, were free from persecution, not subject to 
any special degree of poverty and under no necessity to leave the land 
in which they were, the desire to repopulate Palestine by Jews would 
still be there unabated.’ In those circumstances wide powers were taken 
by the Association, but they were dominated by the purpose of settling 
Jews on the land they obtained in Palestine. The object was not a 
political one in the sense that the Association desired to create a Jewish 
State. It had been argued that this restoration of the land to Jewish 
occupancy was a religious object... That argument could not prevail. 
The promotion of religion meant the promotion of the spiritual 
teaching of the religious body and the maintenance of the spirit, 

doctrines and observances upon which the religion rested or from 
which it obtained its expression. Ifthe religion enjoined the pursuit 
of some ulterior aim, in itself secular, so that other people, not of 
their religion, might for different reasons support the same aim, the 
pursuit, promotion and achievement of their aim was not the promotion 
of religion. It had also been said that the objects of the Association 


were in relief of poverty. But the dominant purpose was not 
the amelioration of the condition of the individuals who were 
settled. The dominant purpose was the population of the Holy 


Land with Jews. The Association was not called into being by the con- 
templation of the poverty and sufferings of the Jews. It was therefore 
not for the relief of poverty, though, incidentally, the Association did help 
a great many people who were in financial and economic straits. The 
Association thus did not come within any of the classes of organisations 
entitled to exemption. 

The question of an Appeal to the Court of Appeal from the Judgment 
of Mr. Justice Rowlatt is being considered.

DIVORCE.—Before Lord Merrivale and a Special Jury in the Divorce 
Division, on Monday, Mrs. MARIE MIRANDA, of Regent's Park Road, N.W., 
petitioned for the dissolution of her marriage to Mr. Louis Miranda, a 
manufacturing confectioner, of Paddenswick Road, Ravenscourt Park, on 
the ground of his alleged misconduct at Bournemouth in 1930 with Miss 
Winifred Carlu, a hairdresser’s assistant, employed in Albemarle Street, 
London. Miss Carlu intervened, denying the charge, and Mr. Miranda, 
in his denial, cross-petitioned for divorce because of his wife’s alleged mis- 
conduct with Captain Eric Hutt at Felpham. Both Mrs. Miranda and 
Captain Hutt denied misconduct. The parties were married at the Spanish 
and Portuguese Synagogue, Lauderdale Road, in December, 1924, and 
there is one child. That the wife had paid £3,500 to the husband's agent 
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asthe price of divorce: evidence was one of the allegations made and 
denied at the hearing. The jury found that the husband had committed 
adultery with Miss Carlu, but that the wife had not committed adultery 
with Mr. Hutt. His Lordship dismissed the co-respondent, Mr. Hutt, 
from the husband's petition with costs, and dismissed the husband's 
petition with costs. He adjourned the wife's petition for argument on 
the allegation of connivance, with liberty to apply for a hearing at an 
early date. 

The decree nisi in the following Matrimonial Cause has been made 
absolute: Woolf, L. v. Woolf, E. B.

Benham, of 26, Lower Clapton Road, Clapton, furrier, claimed from Miss 
BETTY DAvts, of 33, White Horse Lane, Stepney. gown manufacturer, £9 for 
repairs to a furcoat. Plaintiff said that in September defendant asked him 
to remodel a fur coat which had been bought from the plaintiff. Defendant 
refused to pay for the work done. Miss Davis said that her flancé, Mr. 

Mr. Levy asked 
plaintiff to make the coat from split skins, but he had made it of whole 
skins, and Mr. Levy refused to pay for the coat unless plaintiff agreed to 
alter it.

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THE VENETIAN (Little). 


A play thatis both food for the mind and a feast for the eye is rare 
enough to make this drama of sixteenth Century Italy an outstanding 
event in the theatre. Clifford Bax has taken the outline of exciting and 
romantic happenings and personalities and has woven them into a play 
that has strength and truth and the glamour of the picturesque. He has 
the unusual power of mingling colloquial speech with poetic to such good 
effect. that both seem absolutely natural, and create a vivid sense of 
reality in whatever period he writes. Bianca Cappello was a woman 
of great ambition but of much depth of character, and it is the finer 
qualities of her nature, her steadfast love and devotion to the Duke of 
Tuscany. to whom she. was mistress and afterwards wife, that the 
author has depicted. The Duke himself is an interesting character, a 
man whom life has mocked and who has withdrawn into himself, to 
be re-awakened only when Bianca comes. As played by Wilfred 
Walter. he has all the morose disillusionment masked by a kindly 
courtesy that the part demands, andif, later in the play, he seems 
to dwindle in importance, it is only beeause events centre on Bianca and 
her enemy. the Cardinal. A magnificent figure of smooth deceit is the 
Cardinal, never overdrawn, and acted with perfect judgment by Alaistair 
Sim. The prodaction, from the scenic point of view, needs special and: 
enthusiastic praise. One feels that the scenery, by Peter Bax, and the 
gostumes are not mere accessories, but integral and vital parts of the 
drama. The play is worth a visit just to enjoy the rich and simple beauty 
of their line and colour. R.M.S. 


CALF LOVE (Players’). 


Mr. Peter Kidgeway undertook no light task when he set about adapt- 
ing Vernon Bartlett's novel for stage presentation. Unquestionably he has 
succeeded very well. The difficulty is that his sense of truth has led 
him to present the callow erudities of the emotion, while his artistry and 
sensitive sympathy brings out the poignancy of a sentiment which mature 
development often brushes aside as merely funny. Possibly it was neces- 
sarv to frame the main action of the play in a prologue and epilogue 
showing the later stage in the principal character's adventures. Per- 
sonally, I believe, an unbroken time progression would have been more 
convincing if less effective. In any case, Mr. Ridgeway has made a very 
interesting work on a difficult theme. His own acting of the chicf 
character Wasa masterpiece of delicacy and understanding. The preducing 
was very Satisfactory. and the cast for the most part gave highly finished 
performances. In a delightful curtain raiser, ‘A Brown Woman,” Peter 
Ridgeway gave a beautiful study of Alexander Pope. Again, this was his 
own adaptation from J. B. Cabell'sstory. In it Mr. Ridgeway managed 
to convey the strange mixture of littheness and greatness that was so 
pronounced in the eighteenth century poet and satirist. G. J. 


THE WILD ASS’S SKIN (Everyman). 


Apart from the wit and wisdom of the speeches which Mr. Crofton 
has adapted from “ Le Peau de Chagrin,” the story offers tense dramatic 
possibilities of which the actors and actresses in the Everyman cast make 
the fullest possible opportunity; The charm of the early nineteenth 
century setting, the grace and beauty of costumes and hats, are but one 
facet of the delights that the play has for an audience who must indeed 
be unappreciative if they are unmoved by the brilliant fluency 
of Balzac’s analytic intelléctualism, even as much.as by the 
intensely htNiman and dramatic situations the play unfolds. The difi- 
cult and taxing role of the hero, the Marquis de Valentin, was acted 
by Mr. John Wyse, who acquitted himself with sincerity and a marked 
degree of convincing restraint. Miss Beatrix Thomson was so sweet a 
Pauline that it was difficult to imagine even an ambitious ard love-sick 
philosopher passing her by in the early stages of the play. There was a 
distinctly modern touch in Miss Mary Hinton’s Countess Fedora who, 
when she withdrew her voluminous skirts from the obviously ailing 
Marquis, and prayed that his disease might not be infectious, might have 
had the sum total of Pasteur’sand Lister’s as yet inarticulate knowledge 
of germs and antiseptic in the recesses of her reticule. A long cast were 
all equally deserving of praise, and the Antiquary of Mr. Tom Heslewood 
was so convincing in his second inearnation, that his firstprophetic appear- 
ance seemed the most matter-of-fact item. No play better enunciates the 
prevalent scientific reversion to the theory of the spirituality of matter. 


BITTER SWEET (Palace). 

Now in its seventh century, Noel Coward's delightfal operette has had 
such a triumphant career that it has been transferred to another theatre 
and has settled down there with all the indications of permanency. 
Popularity is more often than not, no indication of worth in art, but in 
this case popular approval has fallen on a play that is intrinsically good. 
The music, though not outstanding, is tuneful, the dressings and settings 
are charming and the story is attractive. Above all, it gives scope for 
clever acting and singing of real quality. There is no. indication of 
Staicness which might be excusable after so many performances. Peggy 
Wood, George Metaxa and Ivy St, Helier are as keen as they were in the 
first week of the play, and their acting and singing in their very different 
Ways are 28 fascinating as ever.

“ The Meteors” produceda revue, “Good Heavens!” on Sunday at 
Maskelyne’s Theatre, Langham Place, W., of which the proceeds are to 
be devoted to the Children’s Day Nursery, 23, New Road, E., whose 
funds will be considerably augmented as a result of the show.

Mr. Norman Rayne, the producer, worked 
hard and conceived one or two original ideas and artistic scenic effects, 
but these were largely spoilt because of bad execution.

The incomporsiad Stage Society, with which is amalgamated the 
Three Hundred Club, w il) wind up the season with a departure from their 
usual policy. On March 22nd and 23rd they will give, with the permission 
of Mr. Bernard Shaw and Sir Barry Jackson, the Malvern Festival pro- 
duction of “ Widowers’ Houses,” to celebrate the retirement of Mr. Shaw 
from an official position in the management of the Soctety. The first 
production of the Society, thirty-two years ago, was Mr. Shaw's “ You 
Never Can Tell.” Since that date Mr. Shaw has been closely connected 
with the activities of the Society. 

MUSIC. 
An Unknown Mozart Opera. 

The Falmouth Opera! Singers are a glorious little band of enthusiasts, 
as their performance of Mozart's “Titus the Merciful,” at the West 
Central Hall demonstrated. I cannot go into raptures over the work 
itself, for its recitatives, all constructed on simple and restricted arrange- 
ments of note intervals and almast entirely lacking in adaptation to the 
niood of the moment quickly became monotonous, and even the arias 
introduced comparatively little diversity. One or two of the trios were 
extremely well written, especially that at the end of Act One Scene 
Three between Vitellia, Sextus and - Publius. The performers, 
soloists, chorus and orchestra, all had a very high level of achievement 
to their credit. Muriel Kellie had just the right rather hard and cold 
inflexion of voice for Vitellia; Bruce Flegg as Titus was admirably 
borne down by the weight of his State cares; Sextus and Publius 
were excellently cast, in the persons of Geoffrey Dunn and John Moit, 
while Lewis Tregunna as Annius, with a veryjpleasing voice, was able to 
act with considerable emotion without as a rule becoming theatrical. 
Kathleen Cowell was so good to listen to that I regretted the sound 
judgment of the producers in casting her as Servilia, a part which 
restricted our opportunities to hear her. The orchestra, conducted by 
Edith Blight, and the chorus worked nobly, the final ensemble coming 
over exceptionally well and vigorously. Finally there are the producers 
who must be mentioned: the Misses Radford, to whose initiative these 
first productions of the work in England are due, and who had also made a 
very flexible and poetic translation of Metastasio’s libretto. 


New Russian Music. 


Unashamedly I confess that Lenjoyed Mossolov’s “Music of Machines.” 
played by the B.B.C. Orchestra at their last Symphony Concert at the 
Queen's Hall. To me it conveyed the sounds of factory life remarkably 
well, but in addition it had a drive and exaltation that justified its title 
and raised it out of being a mere imitation by means of musical instru. 
ments of things commonly regarded as essentially unniusical. It is more 
compact and purposeful than Honegger’s * Pacific,” and the measure of its 
success is to be judged by the amount of annoyance it has caused to the 
traditionalists. It followed Elgar's Violin Concerto, in which Albert 
Sammons played with masterly grip and power in an exposition that was 
free without taking liberties. He had extremely fine backing from the 
orchestra through the medium of Adrian Boult. It was good to see con- 
ductor and soloist so obviously anxious to work together, and still better 
to hear them actually doing so. 

The Hakinor Quartet. 

I had an opportunity the other evening of hearing » new quartet, the 
“ Hakinor,” whose purpose should be of considerable interest to the 
Jewish musical world, There is a very rich andfalmost untouched field 
of Jewish traditional music, folk-song and dance awaiting Jewish com- 
posers who, following the Russians and Spaniards, and, of recent years, 
the English composers, will seek in it the basis and inspiration of their 
work. One of the difieulties has been the lack of opportunity to 
get such work performed, and it is to meet this need that the 
“Hakinor” group has been formed. Young and enthusiastic, and 
also with quite good technical qualifications, theyfappear to me to hold 
out considerable promise, if only support is forthcoming for their 
efforts. Their first recital is to be given on the evening of to-morrow

week, when works by Gnessen, Bloch and Alman, not hitherto heard in 
England, will be played. Such enterprises must needs start from humble

Emilio Colombo. 

Emilio Colombo was good enough in the Veracini Sonata which 
opened his violin recital at the Wigmore Hall on Tuesday, but Beethoven's 
“ Romance in F ” revealed all his deficiencies as an artist.

He 
announced that the Middiesex Hospital had allocated to the Society a bed 
which would bear its name.

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A Sense of Humour.

MONG the minor private prayers 
which I occasionally offer up is one 
giving thanks for having been en- 
dowed with a sense of humour. It 

has carried me through a great many trials. 
Where other people would have collapsed 
under a feeling of unutterable woe, I have 
had a good laugh. There is a funny side to 
most things if you can only see it. 

A RACIAL TRAIT. 

A sense of humour is the fortunate posses- 
sion of the Jewish race as.a whole, and it 
rarely requires a surgical operation to geta 
joke into the jewish brain. It was Heine who 
suggested that we got our sense of humour 
from God Almighty, for he thought that 
among the most splendid creations of God 
was fun. Heine said that he himself was one of 
God's jokes! Well, I am not sure that Heme 
was wrong in suggesting that when the 
Creator made all kinds of beautiful things He 
made laughter, too. And I like to believes 
also, that when He selected Israel as His 
Chosen People a sense of humour was one of 
the qualities of that people that would have 
met with the Divine approval. 

“BY THE SWEAT OF THY Brow.” 

Allthese reflections are tolead up to acouple 
of little stories which may illustrate what I 
have said about the Jewish sense of humour. 
Two Jews were travelling, and they began 
talking about their occupations. One said: 
“May it not be with you, but I am poor and I 
can't understand what it means when it is 
said ‘ The poor are like unto the dead,’ for the 
poor must eat like the living. And if you 
must eat, you must work. And I work likea 
horse. Lama cobbler, and I sit the whole 
day long and sweat, and earn barely enough 
to keep body and soul together. What do 
you do?” 

The other said: “My work is a little 
different. Other people sweat for me. I live 
from the sweat of others.” 

“That is not right,” said the shoemaker,
